the combination all these qualities Milton 
Medary’s preeminence lies. his creative work 
brought broad vision and deep love and 
edge all the crafts. The men who have worked 
with him whether artists, craftsmen, artisans 
executives, have been inspired the fire his 
enthusiasms and the truth his criticisms. From 
him they have gained better understanding the 
nature real collaboration the arts. 

the advisory and administrative positions that 


were pressed upon him increasing measure 
brought insight, power concentration and 
philosophic attitude mind that compelled atten- 
tion and carried conviction. The men control 
great undertakings, commercial, educational and 
governmental, who have sat with him around the 
council table have acquired from him new vision 
the relation beauty utility, and increased 
respect for the architect’s functions and responsibili- 
ties.

Honor Awards the Northern California Chapter 


The Northern California Chapter recently com- 
pleted its second biennial honor award program.
